FOOD FOR THE CAT. 


I’vi mm Should G4t Green StnfT Doth In 
Winter and Summer. 

It is a common! thing to hour women 
say that they A-siiinot keep growing 
plants of any kind In their rooms on 
uccount of the cat, who persists in 
nibbling and biting the leaves and new 
buds as they make their appearance, 
sometimes destroying in the course of 
a few weeks some favorite or rare 
fern or flower. 

The reason for this seeming vandal¬ 
ism Is perfectly plain of ought to he. 
The cat requires green food if it is to 
be kept healthy and happy and takes 
the shortest road to getting it. 

In summer, following this need of 
its system, a cat will eat grass freely. 
In winter or In the city, when this 
supply of green fodder is cut off. com¬ 
mon sense suggests that the cat be ar¬ 
tificially provided with it. 

For Its own sake as well as for the 
safety of the Boston fern and the rub¬ 
ber plant, why not plant a cigar box 
of soil with some quick growing thing 
like oats on sorrel and let the cat help 
Itself? 

It will soon realize the glad fact that 
the plants are meant for it, as proved 
by the fact that indulgence brings no 
aftermath of slaps or scoldings. 

As one crop fails sow another and 
keep it up till Mother Earth provides 
a more liberal supply of her own, and 
your cat will bless you. 


Tl»«* Throne of Knglnnd. 

Some authorities hold that Die coro¬ 
nation chair in West minster abbey Id 
entitled to be called the throne, as be¬ 
ing the one occupied by the sovereign 
at his or her coronation. Others main¬ 
tain that the throne in the house of 
lords is really the oflieial throne, as it 
Is occupied l>y the sovereign for state 
purposes at the opening of parliament.

Tho Evolution J-'roin Ale nnd Wine 
lo U:»* Mo«J< rn Men’, 
i According t > the Oxford Dictionary, 
!!<;.; is tin* date of the earliest men- 
j M m < 1 * breakfast, but until a century 
I .\- » ii consisted only of a draft of ale 
or tea or chocolate. There were only 
two meals a day dinner, ranging from 
*.» oVioi'k in the morning in the liftcenth 
eentur.v to noun in the seventeenth, 
and su; per. whidi similarly advanced 
from 5 in tin* afiernoon to 7 o'clock. 
IVnys, for insiance, went down to the 
admiralty at I and 5 in the morning 
o:i no oilier breakfast than half a 
pint of wine or a drain of cordial. 
But in the eighteenth century dinner 
was gradually postponed until 5 or G 
o'clock in the afternoon. When it 

passed midday breakfast became n 
necessity and a meal. Before this 
hunger bad demanded tlie addition of 
bread and some such relish as rudishes 
to the morning draft. 

Rut when, a hundred years ago, cold 
meats and flsh began to he served at 
breakfast the utmost surprise was ex¬ 
pressed. I is novelty made it fashion- 
aide and lew to the giving of breakfast 
parties. Eleven or 12 o’clock was the 
hour, and it was declared to he par ex¬ 
cellence the meal for poets. Tom 
Moore was an inveterate hreakfaster 
and after the trencher work sung for 
the company’s entertainment. 

Breakfast finally became an institu¬ 
tion. as ;i liece.-scry oasis in the long 
stretch between nipper overnight und 
| dinner the next afternoon. This ac¬ 
ceptance of breakfast a century ago 
thus made England fqr the llrst time 
a three meals a day nation.

THE HAY BAY FERRY. 

A public meeting held in the town hall 
Monday evening to discuss ways and means 
tc improve the transportation across Hay 
Bay so that tne residents around Adolphus- 
town and that vicinity could more easily 
visit Napaoee, was very poorly attended. 
All together there was not more than 
twent)-live or thirty present. Councillor 
Graham was asked to take the chair and 
preside, which he did in a very able man¬ 
ner. In a very few words he explained 
the reason of the gathering. He was quite 
sure that the question to be discussed was 
a vevy important one, and it was to be re¬ 
gretted that the attendance was small. 
Among those present be noticed Messrs. 
B. A. Peterson and B. Buck, residents from 
the south Hide of the bay, and he would 
abk them for their opinion of the question. 

Mr. Peterson staled that on an average 
he went to Picton three times a week, and 
took with him heavy loads. He would 
much prefer to come to Napanee, but the 
conditions were not favorable. To reach 
Woodcock's ferry he had to descend a very 
steep bill. Then when he had crossed the 
bay another steep hill had to be climbed on 
leaving the ferry, and it was next to im¬ 
possible to do this with anything of a load, 
if the conditions were improved he felt 
satittlied that a lot of trade now going to 
Picton would come to Napanee. 

Mr Buck was of the same opinion as 
Mr. Peterson as to the conditions uurround- 
ing the getting to Napanee across Hay 
Bay. The town of Picton was making u 
great effort to get the trade from that par¬ 
ticular section of this countv. The estab¬ 
lishing of the ferry at Glenora, the fiuan- 
cial assistance given it by the merchants, 
doctors, council, and everybody interested 
in the welfare of Picton, would go a long 
way towards taking the trade away from 
Napanee. The Metropolitan Bank at Pic- 
ton cashed their cheese checks for them 
and charged them nothing. In fact almost 
every muucement possible was held out in 
order to secure this trade. 

Mr. F. W. Hart said he was quite 
familiar with the present conditions oi the 
ferry and the difficulties encountered in 
getting to and from it. The revenue from 
the present ferry was not such that would 
warrant Mr. Woodcock,the present owner, 
in making the required improvement, ana 
if we wanted any change we would have to 
do jast the same as the town of Picton is 
doing. He thought it was up to the mer 
ohants and business men of Napanee, to¬ 
gether with the town council, to assist 
and bonus a good ferry, and thereby get 
the trade which is rightfully oars instead 
of having it go to merchants of other towns. 

Mr. Woodcock had conducted the ferry 
aoross the bay for the past thirty years 
and during that period he had never had an 
acoideut occur. H* admitted that pro¬ 
bably be was a little late in starting in the 
spring of the year, but this was due to the 
fact that he wanted to be perfectly sure 
that his boat w&b properly caulked and 
safe, and it was undouotedly due to this 
fact that he had never had an accident. 
His fees were moderate and he made the 
trip across the bay on an average of five 
minutes. He suggested that a committee 
be appointed to go over to Hay Bay and 
look over the ground and see wbat could bo 
done. Hu admitted that the approaches 
at bffh ends of the ferry were not good 
but then they could be improved, which 
no doubt would be p- benefit to the town, 
insomuch as it would help to briog more 
traffic this way, and the merchants and 
business men would thereby be the gain¬ 
ers. lie thought the ferry was in the 
right place and did tot favor a change of 
location. 

Mr. X. F. Rattan said the merchants, 
doctors, and iff fact all the business men, 
go to Adolpbustowu and Bouih Fredericks- 
burgb aua advertise and make an effort to 
get this trade while the people of this 
town sit idle and ullow it to gradually slip 
through their fingers. Tnis is the first 
year the ferry has been in operation at

BOGUS BALLOT BOXES. 


Ottawa, Nov. Ill—The Dominion Cover- 
nmiM t nr-< making a strict investigation in- 
iho ah.- ! introduction of bogus ballot- 
bux‘-‘B in West Hustings, aDd if there is 
wrongdoing the guilty parties will be pun¬ 
ished. As noon as the attention of IJon. 
Charles Fitzpa'ricK was drawn to the re¬ 
port he instructed the Domiuion police to 
conduct an inquiry, aud 'Junhtuble Cham¬ 
berlain wus^eeut to Bellville for that pur¬ 
pose. lie reported to his chief that ballot- 
boxes had been imported from the United 
StateH as bee hives and brought into West 
Hastings. Not sati-fifd with this,the Min- 
ister of Justice despatched theCommisBoner 
of Dominion Police to West Hastings. 
Lieut.-Col. Sherwood went to Belleville 
on Friday und is Ptiti there. Mr. Fitzpatrick 
wired to Mr. G F. Khepley, Iv, C., of 
Toronto, to consult with Col. Sherwood, 
and to take procfcc*din;/flagaioet any poraons 
who might be ehowu to have been privy to 
conspiracy to stnit tho ballots. The 
Minister of Justice has not yet received 
Col. Sherwood’s report, nor has he learned 
any additional facts concerning the alleged 
p'ot. He is determined, however, to leave 
no stone unturned to bring to book those 
associated with the contemplated fraud. 

On Saturday evening Lieut. Col. Sher¬ 
wood arrived in Toronto, and consulted 
with Mr. Hhepley, und as a result there 
will probably be informations sworn out 
against three or four prominent citizens of 
Belleville. It is said that important in- 
formation was received by the detectives 
from oneof the parties who had some know¬ 
ledge of affairs, and that this information 
guided the authorities in the matter. Mr. 
Du Vernet, who was acting for Cub Port 
er, M. F. for West Huttings, will attend 
the preliminary inquiry at Belleville to 
watch the case for his client. Mr. C. F. 
Shepley, K. C., will of course act for the 
Government.

A LONDON SHOW. OP VENEZUELA. 


Priceless Plants Brought Fron\ 
the Forests of South 
America. 

The great flower show the Itoyal 
Horticultural Society just held in the. 
(Inner Temple Gardens, contained 
tuany florul oddities and a few strik¬ 
ing novelties, says the Lonfcfon Ex¬ 
press. 

Tfie most remarkable feature of the 
display was the wealth of orchids, 
Where you have something like £375,- 
000 worth of these fantastic flowers 
massed together, you are bound to 
find something rare, weird, or won- 
do* folly beautiful. 

Well known growers had brought 
plants from all parts of England, ao^l 
at the end of the three days’ floral 
carnival they were able to congratu¬ 
late their.sches upon having done b 
reco d amount of business. 

One of the largest growers present 
stated that the orchid is growing 
more popular every year, anJ that 
owing to the comparatively rarity of 
the plants prices are nlways ri ing. 
l'lants listed at twenty guineas ton 
years ago are worth fifty guineas to¬ 
day. 

VALUE OF PLANTS. 

The romance that attaches to the 
plants, the fact that dangers of all 
aorta must be faced in tropical jung¬ 
les and forests hy those who collect 
them, the weird shapes and wonder¬ 
ful hues 'some of them almost inde¬ 
finable) of the flowers—all these have 
caused the orchid to c'atch the public 
interest, and now, when u man with 
a full Miirse and « love for flowers 
covets orchids, he leaves no stone 
unturned to gratify himself. 

There are many common orchids 
Worth, say, half a guinea a plant; 
and there is no reason, considering 
their abundance, for thin 1 .ing that 
they will ever be aught, but common. 
But when you come among the highly 
priced specimens, the orchid market 
sees sometimes some amazing fluctu¬ 
ations. A grower may, one year, 
have u certain plant worth a com¬ 
paratively small sum, but in a few 
years tlmt same plant may be price¬ 
less 

ONLY WHITE FLOWER. 

Several years ago the Cypripodium 
Farieanum, u variety of the lady's 
slipper orchi-dj^ was catalogued by 
Messrs. Bull, of Chelsa, at half a 
guineu a plant. To-day there are 
only three plants of that orchid in 
existence, ami they aro worth at. 
least 1,000 guineas apiece. Thtv 
other plunts have u!l died off. 

Messrs. Bull showed the only whito 
orchid known to exports. For fifty 
years collectors had been hunting for 
*iych a specimen, when one of the 
firm’s collectors found it in a Brazil¬ 
ian-forest. Naturally the plant is 
priceless. 

Its name is Laella Purpurntu, 
Queen Alexandra. Lt is of purest 
white, with u yellow throat, lined 
with dark brown. Mr. Bull says that, 
ho will not run the risk of hybridiz¬ 
ing the plant with itself for feur of 
weakening, or porhups killing it, by 
allowing it to produce seed pods. ITe 
intends to propoguto it by dividing 
1/he roots. 

The fascination of hybridizing seiz¬ 
es upon all orchid growers, and they 
find the process an endless source of 
delight and profit. They never know 
what whim of shape or color will 
result, but they are jjcrfectl-y aware 
that the mere taking of a tiny atom 
of pollen from one flower and placing 
it on the pollen of another may some¬ 
times mean a fortune. 

The show itself supplied nn In¬ 
stance of fortunate hybridizing. There 
was an insignificant little bunch of 
OTchid blossom representing one small 
hybrid nlnnt. in Belgium, for which 


This House Was Built With the 

Idea of Protection From 
Earthquake. 

Cipriano Castro, President of the 
South Americun Republic of Venezue¬ 
la, lives in the most extraordinary 
dwelling ever inhabited by the head 
of a State. It stands within a park 
in the heart of the capital city, Car¬ 
acas, and is built entirely of steel. 

T* is ien ar a;.le Go- e nment House, 
of highly-tempered metal, is coveiwi 
on the outside by a Lind of soft 
stone, so that the stranger thinks it 
Just an ordinary dwelling, save that 
It see nsf rather nnall to sjr e as the 
resiJence of the fiist man of the land. 
'Within the steel v «'1» are covered 
with lath and plaster, 90 that the 
visitor sees nothing unusual. Yet 
the wa’ls, flow uud c i I’g of the 
ha f-do* on rooms com., using that 
house are entiiely <i steel, and the 
whole is built upon a foundation c.f 
hi n reds of tons » f Por 1 nd c merit. 

President C st o ef cted t is ho s > 
at hu.re exjieese. personally directing 
its constn.ction. '"hen ha moved in 
he christened it "Mi. a Flores," and 
by.that name It is known—and laugh¬ 
ed at—bv all South Americans. 

The steel house was not built with 
forethcu* ht of fire, or flood, or wind, 
but thc» earthquake. For it is earth¬ 
quake proof. 119 few rooms resemble 
the compartments in a safe-deposit 
va - It, nnd in tl is strong box of a 
pln<N' the Pro ident spends most of 
his time Here, indeed, all the offi¬ 
cial business of the Chief Executive 
of the Republic is transacted. And 
here, too, lives 

THE SENORA CASTRO. 

The Castros both come naturally 
by their fear of earthquake*. When 
the little town of Cucuta, a suburb 
of Caracas, was some years ago sha¬ 
ken from the face of the earth, as u 
crumb from u table-cloth, Senora 
Castro was the only member of her 
family to escape with her life. And 
Castro himself, who happened to bo 
standing on u hill outside the town, 
saw his abode crumble like a house 
of cards upon the heads of those 
within. 

Again, in October two years ago, a 
midnight earthquake threw Castro 
from *nis bed. Then, in his fright 
he jumped through a window to a 
paved court and broke his leg. The 
next day he conceived tint? idea of the 
steel house, believing that a house 
built of that metal upon a very deep, 
solid foundation of cement would 
withstand any earthquake, no mat¬ 
ter how violent. 

Accordingly, he ordered steel beams 
for the frame and steel plates for 
the walls, ceilings and floors from 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
and many months were spent in the 
construction of the only steel house, 
so far ns known, in the whole world. 
As soon as it was finished and fur¬ 
nished the Castros pio\ed in. and it 
became thus the official Presidential 
residence of Venezuela. As Castro 
owns both the house and the park 
surrounding it. he will probably con¬ 
tinue to live in this abode of steel 
after the expiration of his term of 
olfice 

A FEW YEARS HENCE. 

Castro can say with more truth 
than did a monarch of France, ”1 
am the State." For Castro is Ven¬ 
ezuela. He has seen no part of the 
world outside of his Republic, but 
within his country he is a kind of un¬ 
crowned, but absolute, monarch. He 
rules, not with tongue, or pen, or 
sword, but with his thumb. As ho 
moves thnt. potent thumb to the left, 
to tlie right, so is the law'. One day 
last year a man named Lopez secured 
entrance by strategy into Castro’s 
steel home, uni fired a pistol point-

attracted much attention in Eng¬ 
land when he went there to attend 
the coronation of King Edward, is 
now completely under British influ¬ 
ence. nnd is very desirous that hi9 
people sha’l advance in the ways of 
ci 1 i ati<na. 

His country was comparatively lit¬ 
tle known. The task whHh Gibbons 
set for himself and his assistants in 
his two so ies of explorations w’ns 
to cro=?s this land In all directions 
for the purpose of making a good 
map of it and studying its resources 
and i'copies. He ha9 done this with 
great core and labor, and has made 
a valuable contribution to our 
KNOWLEDGE OF AFRICA. 

Tho exjVk-er behoves that there are 
large par^rof the high regions of tro¬ 
pical Afiica which are well adapted 
for o cupancy by the white races. 
This opinion is worth noting, as it 
comes from a man who Ls conserva¬ 
tive and careful in his statements. In 
all l.ij African work, extending over 
some years, he has lived chiefly on 
■ the 'high plateaus of the interior 
within the tropics. lie has never had 
a touch of 'African fever, and in spite 
of the hardships of pioneering hi9 
nealth bus been as good, or better, 
in Africa than in England. For one 
thing, he has escaped the colds to 
which the people of the temperate la¬ 
titudes are so liable. 

There are three regions in tropical 
Africa which strike Major Gibbons as 
offering the best prospects for Eu¬ 
ropean settlement. One of t’hem is 
the largo plateau of Marotselanid, 
j whero the surface rises from 3,500 to 
6,000 feet ubovc the level of the sea, 
and is capable of growing many use¬ 
ful products on an extensive scale. A 
considerable variety of cereals do 
well there, as well as many fruits, 
cotton, sugar, and, in the lower 
lands, j nbbcr. Cattle do hotter in 

that country than in any other part 
of Africa within his experience, and 
J few white men havo seen so much 
of inner Africa, for he has travelled 
through it from Cape Town to the 
. Mediterranean.

THE BOERS ARE LEAVING 
THE COUNTRY. 

Large Numbers Are Moving to 
German Southwest 
Africa. 

• When the South African war ended 
a large exodus oi the Boer popula¬ 
tion was predicted, for it was said 
that many would seek new homes 
rather than live under tho British 
flag. The exodus did not occur. In¬ 
fluential Boers advised that it was 
best to wait until it was seen what 
events would bring to the defeated 
people under the new re.ime. A few 
small parties of irrecojncilables went 
to try their fortunes in Mexico, Ar¬ 
gentina, Chile and Java, but the 
movement was not important, nor 
havo its results encouraged others 
to follow these pioneers, for they 
are not thriving under unaccustomed 
conditions of climate and living. 

Tho emigration movement seems, 
however, to have been only deferred. 
According to letters from the Trans¬ 
vaal printed in the Hamburg Nach- 
richten and other German and Dutch 
newspapers, the people of the former 
Boer republics are greatly dissatis¬ 
fied. They voiced the prevailing feel¬ 
ing at tlieir Congress in Pretoria in 
May last, when they asserted that 
the British had not kept their pro¬ 
mises concerning schools, aid to im¬ 
poverished farmers, taxation and 
local self-government. 

The impulse to leave the land of 
their fathers was rekindled at this 
meeting. Many have left their 
lofty plateau, and many others are 
preparing to follow. Several small 
parties have this year started little 
settlements in Portuguese East Af¬ 
rica, south of the Zambesi, but their 
prospects of success are not bright, 
for tlrey are already writing home 
that they like neither the climate, 
the soil, nor Portugese 

METHODS OF GOVERNMENT. 

In July last fifty Boer farmers 
sailed for Tanga, the German port 
in East Africa, and with their farm¬ 
ing implements went inland on tho 
railroad to Korogwe, where they are 
now’ opening small farni9 in the val¬ 
leys among the Usambnra Mountains 
Boer newspapers from the Transvaal 
say -that 300 families are preparing 
to «>llow their example. 

if we may judge from tho hearty 
approval given to the wild scheme 
of the well known Varend Vorster, 
one of the wealthier Boers, many of 
his compatriots are welcoming even 
visionary projects that promise to 
take them beyond the sphere of Bri¬ 
tish rule. His plan is nothing les9 
than to form a new Boer state in 
German East Africa under the suz¬ 
erainty of the German Government. 
He called a meeting at Bronkhorst- 
spruit on July 9, which was attend¬ 
ed by hundreds of Boer farmers from 
all over the country. Vorster de¬ 
clared that his plan had received tho 
approval of the German Consul-Gen¬ 
eral at Capo Town. He believed it 
was possible to establish a Boer i*e- 
public in German territory and to 
start it off with 6,000 families from 
the Transvaal and Orange River 
colonics. 

This impracticable scheme is worth 
mentioning only because it throws 
light upon the present mental atti¬ 
tude of tho Boers toward their new 
rulers. The project is laughed at 
in Germany. Tho idea of a Boer 
republic on German soil is declared 
to be ritlculous, and the project of 
settling 6,000 whito families from 
the lofty and temperate plateaus of 
South Africa on the lower equator¬ 
ial lands is called tho purest non¬ 
sense. A considerable number of

SICK VIOLINS. 

Some obscure but definite change 
takes piuce in the material oi the 
body of a violin through th* vibra¬ 
tions of the music produced, and it 
is very possible that some stages of 
this change are detrimental to the 
tone. The style of playing is said 
to influence the change, ami rest 
checks it. The maturing of n violin 
has been compared with the growth 
of a child, who progressively in- 
creases in wisdom and stature, but 
has stages of weakness, due to the 
irregular development of parts. The 
tone of an instrument is also grave¬ 
ly influenced by the setting up of 
the movable parts, the sound-posts, 
the bridge, and even the pegs. Many 
instruments lose much of their power 
or sweetness if the sound-post is al¬ 
tered a fractional amount from its 
best position and angle, if the bridge 
is inclined a little more or less, or 
shifted, or if the strings are not ex¬ 
actly suited to the violin. Some 
instruments prefer one pitch, and 
others another, and all vary with 
the weather. In addition to this, 
the best players have moods when 
t hev cannot play, and the instrument 
is often blamed for these.

This 
I happened many years ago, and the 
J other day Mr. R. B. Blaize died at 
Lagos, and an honored citizen of the 
empire, says the London Daily Mail. 

It was to Sierra Leone that the re¬ 
leased slave child was inken, and a 
missionary society adopting him, he 
was edricated in the Christian faith, 
and Inter entered the printing de¬ 
partment at Lagos, In which he rose 
to be head printer. 

J But the great Manchester trade 
that is done on the West Coast 
tl Bred Mm, and boglnni^g in a small 
way he very soon established a good 
business. Ilis knowl-dn-e of -printing 
was useful, for, carcfullv noting the 
I designs which were mostly affected by 
the natives in t’heir own weaving 
sheds, he registered the nntive pat¬ 
terns'. and soon secured a large trade 
in Manchester goods bearing the 
favorite designs. 

"I have never met a keener man 
of business.” said a West African 
trader who had intimate business re¬ 
lations with the nntive magnate. 
"His business methods were excel¬ 
lent and up to date; his correspond¬ 
ence was ulwavs couched in the most 
perfect Fnglish*, and looking at the 
handwriting one would have imagined 
he wns a hard-headed unimaginative 
merchant who had never left his Liv¬ 
erpool or London office.” 

Mr. Blaize was several times oflered 
a seat on the L<»glalativo Council, 
but dccMnod, owing to an unfortunate 
impediment In hfs speech’ which he 
thought would prevent him taking 
part in the debates.

Told by Mob on Arrival at Htill

A thrilling’ story was told by the 
crew of the trawler Mandalay on 
tilth* arrival at Hull, after their 
e* i crience with the Russian fle?t. 

George Thomas, the third hand, 
eh cted to b* spokesman of the party, 
with occasional promptings^ from his 
comrades. His narrative was full of 
exciting episodes. 

“About mklnight on Friday," he 
sold, “the Mandalay was trawling 
with the whole fleet of vessels, when 
all on a sudden we espied a brilliant 
light to the northward. Our skipper 
thought it waa a searchlight, n.nd wo 
were confirmed in this when it began 
Jo sweep the sett, casting a dazzling 
light on the dishing fleet. 

“The light disappeared, and we did 
not see it again until our skipper de¬ 
cided to alter the trawling course. 
No sooner hod he said, 'There's no¬ 
thing for us hero: let’s go further 
up.* than a whole ring of dazzling 
light swept r around the fleet simul¬ 
taneously; two white lights and a 
red seemed to shoot out of the sky. 

FUSIL A DE BEGINS. 

“IVe then knew that it w*as a sig¬ 
nal, for immediately a terrific fusil- 
ad:? from a hundred guns was poured 
in the direction of the fishing fleet. 

“The admiral of the fishing dec*., 
who just, previously had sent up two 
git on lights to signify to the oncom¬ 
ing vessels that trawlers were towing 
abound, at once sent up four moie 
when the firing began, but this cnly 
s.-erned to increase the ferocity of 
ih': bombardment.

“Seeing that the firing continued 
ns it did for fully 20 minutes, wo 
thoivfbt it must be the Channel fleet 
having a little practice. I said to my 
motes, ‘This is too good to be lost.

I known the havoc the ships were 
playing I should have kijpt. below, but 
we were entirely ignorant of what 
was happening.

A : boxer 
at college, a cowboy on the plains, a 
hunter in the mountains, an explorer, 
a lover of nature In the Wen; in the 
i East a politician, a superior sort of 
j detective in New York, Under-Secre- 
tar£ of the Navy, a rough rider in 
the war with Spain, the leader of a 
noted charge up San Juan Hill, Gov¬ 
ernor of his State, Vice-President and 
J finally President. The record tells 
' the story of strenuousness of a very 
j superior order. To cap it all, the 
| President is still a young man. 

IN THE MAINE WOODS. 

J That all his streuuouaness would 
| have raised him to the position ho 
! now occupies, unless aided and abet- 
1 ted by large means and influential 
I family connections, may be reason¬ 
ably doubted. In fact, it was his 
money which gave him a chance to 
become strenuous. As a youth he 
wa9 sickly, an?l so was comfortably 
despatched to the Maine woods, there 
to live in the open and still-hunt for 
the health thut had never been his.

“The simplicity of the Empress is 
painful to the ladies of honor, who 
are obliged to follow her example. 
High Russian society loves splen¬ 
dor. because there are many great 
fortunes in St. Petersburg, and 
pompous luxury has no chance to 
display itself in court except at 
great official receptions, when the 
Czarina appears in a splendid toilet, 
tho magnificence of which produces 
murmurs of admiration. These re¬ 
ceptions are usually in the Nicholas 
hall of the Winter palace. which 
makes an incomparable frame for 
the display of refinement and opu¬ 
lence.

BRITAIN HAS THE KEY OF 
THE POSITION. 

Khyber Pass Could bo Tightly 

Closed Against a Strong 
Enemy. 

In an editorial headed “Can Rus¬ 
sia Invade India?" the New York 
Sun says :— 

The present policy of tho British 
Government towards Afghanistan 
and the frontier tribes appears to be 
based on a memorandum written by 
Lord Roberts at Kabul, dated May 
29, 1880. It so clearly sums up the 
policy of those who would preserve 
Afghanistan and tho wild tribes of 
the north-west frontier as a natural 
obstacle to a Russian invasion that 
it is worth quoting. Speaking with 
all the authority of experience, ho 
wrote :— 

WOULD NOT STOP THEM. 

“Wo are now fully aware of tho 
extraordinary difficulties which Rus¬ 
sia would have to encounter were 
she at any time to advance upon 
India via Kabul, and to how great 
an extent we could injure and harass 
her by raising the tribes along the 
lines of communications which it 
would be necessary for her to main¬ 
tain, or, by taking the initiative 
from our advanced, yet secure, base 
at Kandahar. The longer and more 
difficult thh lino of communication 
is the more numerous and greater 
the obstacles which Russia would 
have to overcome; and, so far from 
shortening one mile of the road, I 
would let tho web of difficulties ex¬ 
tend to the very mouth of the 
Khyber • Pass." 

RUSSIA COULDN'T^PASS. 

Tho late Sir Edward Hamley, in 
j 1878, held the same opinion, and 
! would have resisted a Russian in¬ 
vasion by blocking the mouths of 
the Khyber on tho British side with 
an entrenched cump armed with 
powerful artillery, which would ef- 
fe:tually prevent ao invading army 
from ever issuing from it. Col. 
H. B. Hanna, who formerly belong¬ 
ed to tho Punjab frontier force and 
eubsequdntly commanded at Delhi, 
holds the same view. 

I On the whole, it does not appear 
that a Russian invasion of India 
would be practicable except with 
the consent of Afghanistan and in 
alliance with it; and that could not 
be obtained so long ns the British

PILLS ABE DOOMED. 

Medicine in Future to be Taken in 
Vegetable Diets. 

The attempt Is being made at the 
Vienna Agricultural Institute to in¬ 
troduce iron salts into the human 
system in an original manner. The 
experiments, which are being carried 
on bv the bacteriological de.oartment, 
consist so far in sprinkling a solution 
of hydrate of iron over Inree beds of 
spinach and other vegetables. The 
theory starts with the fact that these 
salts, in order to he kept in the body 
must *be "vegetalt/ed." Thus far 
they ‘dmply t traverse the system 
’ wl Ph would otherwise benefit by the 
vital energy contained in them. The 
experiments have been crowned with 
success. At least a large proportion 
of the hydrate has been introduced 
into the spinach without hurting Its 
tustc in any wav. and in such fash¬ 
ion as to become a constituent of the 
body. Similar attempts are said 
to have been made without success 
in Taris some years ago by M. Cab- 
riel Viand. It is proposed to pu.t. 
the spinach on sale under the name 
of "ferruginous” spinach in all the 
princioul markets and groceries in 
Vienna. In order to introduce it 
among the poorer classes, whom it 
would most benefit, it is being sold 
nt substantially less than the ordin¬ 
ary vegetable.

A POST-OFFICE BABEL. 

Singapore is the only British post- 
office which employs letter carriers for 
each language. Within that city 
there arc* so many different races 
! who receive correspondence addressed 
in th’eir own vernacular writing that 
proper delivery is extremely diffi¬ 
cult. So hard is it that in some 
districts it has been found necessurv 
to sewl the postmen upon their 
rounds in sets of three. One of these 
is a Malay In charge of all packets 
for Europeans, Jews, Armenians-, 
Malays, Arabs, Parsecs, and Japan¬ 
ese, which arc presumably addressed 
in European script, or in writing 
akin to it. The second of the trio 
is a Chinaman, who deals with cor¬ 
respondence bearing ideographic char¬ 
acters, whilst the third is a Tamil, 
who takes out hitters addressed in 
the writing of his own race, as well 
as any in Tolcgu and Southern In¬ 
dian writing. These cosmopolitan

FIND THE BLIND SPOT.

PROTECTING FRUIT TREES 
FROM MICE. 


Ordinary building paper, which costs 
a mere trifle, is also a first rate p 
tection, but it is not of much value 
as a preventative of suufcald. Tar 
paper is also effective, but as trees 
have been injured by its use, it i6 bet- 
; ter to be on the safe side and use 
something else. In any case the low¬ 
er end of the paper should be bauked 
with earth, so /hat the mice cannot 
read*ly get undir it to the tree. A 
mound of earth about a foot high 
around the base of the tree will often 
turn them, and even snow tramped 
i about the tree has proved effectual, 

I but theie are not so trustworthy as the 
1 veneers or the building paper. 

| The Fruit Division also points out 1 
I that this plague of mice is largely due 
to the common practice of destroying 
every owl and hawk that can possibly 
be shot or trapped. It is a great mis¬ 
take to do this, varieties of owls and 
hawks are great me users, indeed mice 
constitute the chief item iu the bill-of- 
fare of most species. At least ten 
varieties of owls are classed as resid¬ 
ents of Canada, and of these only the 
Gr»*at-horned Owl is a menace to the 
farmer’s poultry yard. Of a species of 
hawks commonly found in Canada, 
only three are classed as chicken 
hawk, viz, the Sharp-shiDnsd Hawk, 
the Goshawk and (Jooj er’s Hawk- 
The four varieties usually known as 
‘•hen hawks” scarcely ever visit poultry 
yards and an occasional depredation 
is far more than counterbalanced by 
their services as destroyers of mice, 
rats, squirrels and other enemies of 
the farmer. 

DESTROYING WEED SEEDS. 

There are many ways in which 
weed seeds may be destroyed on the 
farm, says Mr. G. H. Clarke, Chief of 
Seed Division, Ottawa, Quantities of 
wee I seed get out into the farmyard at 
threshing time,. There is a general 
tendency just at that time to do things 
with a rush. The threshing machine 
is apt to be overcrowded and many of 
the w> ed seeds as well as a considerable 
quantity of grain carried out with the 
straw. These are likely to germinate 
and grow with the next crop. A little 
care in the barn at the time of thresh¬ 
ing and cleaning of grain, especially 
ti ed grain, will do much to lessen 
futuro labor with hoe and cultivator. 
Cleanings from grain containing 
weed seeds should be boiled or very 
finely ground. The seeds of many of 
the worst weeds aro so small that it 
is not safe to trust to grinding to kill 
them; they should be boiled. It is 
not wise, ejther, to throw worthies, 
screenings in roadways. Many of 
hem will bo carried away in mud on 
the boofs of hor.-es and the wheels of 
collides and so distributed widely. 
The seeds of most weeds of the Must¬ 
ard family havo such a pUDgcnt flavor 
as to render them unpalatable to stock. 
The admixture with meal of even a 
mall quantity of Worm-seed Mustard 
would render it useless for feeding 
purposes. 

The enactment of laws to compel 
the cutting of weeds before they have 
ripened seed should be dealt with by 
ih) provincial aud municipal author¬ 
ities, because the majority of weeds 
are necessarily local in character, on 
account of the diversity of climate, 
soil, and methods of farming. It may 
be said that further laws of this sort 
would not be enforced any better than 
hose wo now have. But it is the 
J•*.!y o f all farmers to make sure that 
they are not responsible for the spread 
of weeds from their farms to others. 
Good farmers should endeavor to 
create a strong public sentiment

thus in the dark, none of the chloropbyl 
or green coloring matter of the leaf 
develops, and the stalks are bleached 
to a pinky white. When cooked and 
made into sauce or pies, they turn a 
beautiful pink color and are much finer 
in appearance and flavor than stalks 
which are grown in the ordinary way 
in tho garden. Cropping may bo con¬ 
tinued for several weeks, until the 
roots have exhausted themselves, after 
which they should be thrown out, as 
they are of little use for growing 
again. 

We would suggest that our readers 
try growing two or three roots this 
winter, and let us know the results 
next spring.

PROTECTING FRUIT TREES 
tfllOM MICE. 

The Fruit Division, Ottawa, issues 
the following warning : L«8 r . winter 
thousands of fruit trees were girdled 
and killed by m : ce, and the same 
thing will doubtless happen again 
the coining winter unless orchardistA 
take precautions to prevent it Mict 
are not usually very troublesome in 
orchards where clean cultivation is 
practised and rubbish is not allowed 
to accumulate as a shelter for them, 
but the orchardist will find it neces¬ 
sary to provide some sort of protection 
if he wishes to be fairly sure of bring¬ 
ing his young trees safely through the 
winter. 

The mice burrow along the ground 
under the snow in search of food, ami 
as soon as they come to a young tret- 
start to gnaw it. Wooden veneer i.~ 
probably the most satisfactory protec¬ 
tion against them, and it has the ad¬ 
ditional merit of being a good prevent¬ 
ative of suuscald. The veneer is 
wrapped loosely around the trunk and 
tied; find an air space is left between 
it and the tree. These veneers cost 
from $3.7f) to $.’> 00 per thousaud.

GROWING RHUBARB IN THE 
CELLAR IN WINTER. 

Most farmers who have a cellar at 
ill usually have a good supply of the 
)ld-fashioned pie plant or rhubarb. 
L’lii.s vigorous growing plant provides 
, wholesome substitute for fruit 
ar y in the spring before strawberries 
•cine in. It is not genorally known, 
lowever, that it can be made to pro- 
luce its crop iu an ordinary cellar 
luring the wiuter, when it would 
robably ho mote appreciated than 
wht-n grown iu the usual way iu the 
garden in the spring. 

The rhubarb plant makes its most 
vigorous growth under natural con- 
litions early iu the spring, when its 
argu leaves storo up in the thick 
flashy roots a large amount of nutri¬ 
ment for the production of seed dur- 
ug the Mtmuitr aud giowth early next 
eason. To get the best roots for 
winter forcing it is well to allow the 

• Ian'S to make tbeir full growth with 
iltlu or no cropping of the leaves the 
.•revious teasor, and above all not to 
illow them to exhaust themselves by 
browing up seed staiks. The more 
iborally the plants are manured and 
he better tiny are cultivated, the 
•*.rong»r the loots become and the 
better the crop they will give when 
forced iu the cellar. 

In preparing the roots for the cellar, 
lny should he dug update in the fall, 
uist before the ground freezes hard 
They should then b; left where they 
will be exposed to severe freezing for 
tlireo or four wteks. If placed under 

• >>er in an open shed, or whero they 
will not be buried in snow, it will be all 
the easier to get at them when it is 
time to take them to the cellar. About 
Christmas time they.may be put in the 
•eliar and should be banked with 
•artli to keep the roots moist. Care 
liould he taktu that the plants are 

right side up. as at that season i 
is sometimes difficult to 1 e l which tide 
of the ball of earth the crowns ate on 

lu the course of a few days the roots 
will thaw out, and usually enough 
moisture is thus accumulated to keep 
iiuiii fresh for some time. They 
■.hould be watched, however, as they 
.nuy need watering oi.ee or twice 
luring the winter to keep the soil 
moist. The warmer tho cellar, the 
non) quickly growth will start, but 
or the best lesults a rather low tem- 
oerature, about tho same as that in 
which potatoes are kept, is best. In a 
partially lighted cellar the leaf blades 
will expand very little, and all the 
strength of the roots will go to the 
development of the stalks. If the cellar 
is light, it is well to darken tho part 
where tue plants are kept. If me roots 
.iro strong and vigorous, stalk- one 
and a half to two feet in leng'h aud 
vro inches in diameier will be pro- 
luced with little or no expansion of 
r.he leaf blade at the top. When grown

It Wu Issued In Kn«lnnd In ()«mi 

Elltabeth'i Reign. 

The first directory dates from 1505, 
Queen Elizabeth’s reign. A copy of 
It is in the British museum, entitled 
“The Names of All Such Gentlemen 
of Accompts as Were Residing Within 
the City of London.” 

The next does not seem to have ap¬ 
peared for nearly a hundred years. It 
was called “A Collection of the Names 
of Merchants Living In and About the 
City of London.” This was printed for 
Lee, Lombard street, in 1G77. The 
names were arranged alphabetically, 
1,790 in number. In a separate list 
were the names of no fewer than for¬ 
ty-four bankers under this heading, 
“Goldsmiths who keep running cashes,” 
twenty-three of them being then in 
Lombard street. This book contains 
the name of the father of Pope, the 
poet. 

The first directory, expressly so call¬ 
ed, was compiled by Brown in 1732, 
who soon issued it annually and real¬ 
ized through it a largo fortune. The 
earliest postofflce directory appeared 
in 1800, and successive volumes have 
been brought out yearly ever since.— 
London Telegraph. 


THE CURFEW BELL. 


Originally Rxinar Morning: and Even¬ 
ing to Give the Time of Day. 

The story of the curfew was but the 
unsupported assertion of one historian 
of the sixteenth century, which was 
repeated in prose and poetry till it was 
woven into the language. Like many 
other legends, there is just a grain of 
truth in it, but its suggested origin is 
false, the derivation of curfew is erro¬ 
neous, and the scuttle shaped instru¬ 
ments which supported the theory 
were quite different articles of house¬ 
hold use. 

Probably the word is derived not 
from couvre feu, cover fire, but from 
carrefour, in old French spelling car- 
fou, from the Latin for crossroads, and 
is the name of the morning and even¬ 
ing bell, which originally sounded from 
the crossroads or market places both 
in France and England simply to givo 
the time of day. it was and is rung at 
4 or 0 o’clock in the morning and at 8 
o’clock in the evening. One inscription 
on an oid bell runs thus: 

I am railed ye furfur bell, 

I rlngcn at Vi 11 or more, '*• 
To send ye alio to beddn, \ 

And wake ye up at IV. s

Most people are not right handed td 
the extent generally implied. Pianists 
ond to a greater extent violinists givtf 
as diilleiilt work to the left baud as to 
the right. Most cricketers can at any, 
rate stop and catch a ball pretty much 
as well with one baud as with tbe oth¬ 
er. In tbe gymnasium, even in fencing 
and single sticks, either hand is prac¬ 
ticed. In lxixing tbe left is tbe more 
used, though this may be due toftht 
co-ordinate use of the right leg. Gen¬ 
erally speaking, when the two hands 
are used simultaneously the right has 
no excessive mastery. Eight handed¬ 
ness is a matter of degree with differ¬ 
ent people. Most surgeons are a good 
deal better with the left hand than 
men of other professions, and a great 
many of them bear personal witness to 
tho benefit they owe to their ambidex¬ 
terity. 

We may perhaps at once grant that 
almost every one would be the better 
for a little more control over his loft 
arm and lingers. I.et any one attempt 
to write a sentence with his left hand, 
and I 10 will feel some sort of shame for 
the impotence of his will over his 
members.

Anselm in 1102 enacted that clerks 
who had long hair should be compelled 
to have it cropped so-as to show part 
of the ears and the eyes. William of 
Malmesbury dues not mention the edict 
of Henry I.. but he relates that in 1128 
a certain knight who prided himself 
on the luxurlaney of his tresses, having 
dreamed that he was strangled by 
them, cut them off immediately on 
Waking. 

This example, he adds, spread 
throughout England, and almost all 
military men allowed their hair to be 
cropped a proper length. Hut, alas, 
this decency did not continue long, for 
Scarcely a year expired ere all who 
thought themselves courtly lapsed into 
their former folly, and those who had 
no natural curls put on false ones.— 
London Standard.

Beyond any question the aristocrat 
of the canine family Is the Russian 
wolfhound, otherwise the borzoi or 
harzol, which is the Russian name for 
coursing dog. There is a refined ele¬ 
gance coupled with the Indication of 
speed and strength about the Russian 
wolfhound which no other breed pos¬ 
sesses. 

In western Europe he is merely the 
ornamental companion that he Is in 
eastern America. In the coyote section 
of our continent he can be made as 
useful as he is in Russia, and to usslst 
in clearing off that scourge of the cat¬ 
tle ranches. When the borzoi was first 
brought to this country he was hailed 
as u natural born wolf destroyer, and 
we sturted business under the impres¬ 
sion that all one had to do was to let 
a borzoi see a coyote and the latter's 
death warrant was as good as executed, 
The result was n natural failure, be¬ 
cause, like a bird dog, the wolfhound 
must be trained to the work. Amer¬ 
ican purchasers have no occasion to 
worry about that, however, for the 
dog’s high courage is the result of edu¬ 
cation and encouragement; without It 
they are docile and obedient and lit 
companions for the ladies of the house, 
a role which they are pre-eminently 
fitted to fill by reason of their hand¬ 
some and unique uppcarance.—Country 
Life In America. 


MONSTER SPIDERS. 


Sonic of the Bird Eaters Arc Nearly 
ns ItiiC nn a lint. 

The bird eating spiders of South 
America, Africa and Australia are 
beasts of prey worthy of their tropical 
jungles. Their appearance is repulsive. 
They are of immense size. Some 
which have been caught have been 
nearly as big as a rat. They are of a 
dark, dingy color, either quiet black or 
brown verging upon black, and the 
hair with which they are covered is 
mixed with short, coarse bristles. 

Like other beasts of prey of tropical 
forests, they are essentially creatures 
of the night. During the day many of 
j them hide in some natural crevice in 
the ground. The more indolent or am¬ 
bitious pick out a promising hole in a 
fallen trunk or In a living tree and 
line it with a soft, delicate well. Oth¬ 
ers elaborately spin for themselves a 
long tube in which they Ho concealed 
throughout the day. 

Curiously enough, they reserve their 
spinning powers for their nest build¬ 
ing, entirely disdaining the use of webs 
for the trapping of their prey. Their 
feeding time Is at night. They go out 
to seek their food, prepare to leap upon 
and devour any Hying creature that 
they conic across. Their naiqe comes 
from the fact that they have been 
found in the act of devouring small 
newly killed birds clutched closely be¬ 
tween their hairy claws.

LIGHT IS DARKNESS 

“I Can Do All Things in Him Who 
Strengthens Me. 


Let us therfore cast oft the works 
of darkness and put on the armor of 
light —Homans, xiii., 12. 

To enjoy fully the fruits o£ the re¬ 
demption we should realize that 
"the night is past and day is at 
hand." We are very prone to for¬ 
get that "the light shines in the 
darkness" and that it depends en¬ 
tirely on ourselves whether the dark¬ 
ness shall comprehend it. 

The Apostle urges us to pierce this 
darkness, which is sin—sin in 
thought and desire, in words and 
works. He calls sin the works of 
darkness because it is tho work of 
Satan, who is the spirit of darkness. 
"He that commits sin is of the devil 
for the devil sins from the begin¬ 
ning." Consider what we do when 
,we sin. p We work what the devil 
worked from the beginning and still 
works, for the work of the devil is 
wrought in secret and hidden from 
the light. "They loved darkness ra¬ 
ther than tho light, their works 
were evil." 

'i'his sense of evildoing causes the 
greatest criminal to feel ashamed of 
his actions. Hence he‘hies in secret 
to sin und strives to cover his vic¬ 
ious life from the eyes of his fellow 
creatures. How many, if their 

buuls were uncovered, would care to 
harbor prciud, unchaste, envious, un¬ 
charitable thoughts ami desires? If 
the world's eye were constantly fix¬ 
ed upon us would we be guilty of 
theft, fonlication, adultery, rioting, 
drunkenness, &c.? And yet the 
warning that "the fearful, and the 
unbelieving, and the abominable, 
and murderers, and fornicators, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters. and all 
liars shall have their portion in the 
pool burning with lire and brim¬ 
stone" does not seem, to deter us. 

To eocapo the terrible penalty, 
"the wfuges of sin," St. Haul ex¬ 
horts us to "put on the urrnor of 
light." This armor is simply the 
many virtues, which, when acquired, 
become our strong defence in tin* 
combats with tin* powers of dark¬ 
ness. Tint to acquire this armor is 
no easy tnsk, because we have to 
exert oursolves to the sticking point. 




For "the kingdom of heaven suffers 
violence,, and the violent bear it 
away." 

To encourage us in this contest for 
the armor of virtue, to enable us to 
overcome difficulties and surmount 
obstacles, a confirming influence is ex¬ 
erted in our favor if we are willing 
to co-operate. "I can do all things 
in Him who strengthens me." When 
we once oqtain this "armor of light 
we become so marked that even the 
wicked refuses not his applause, "for 
that seed of men shall be honored 
which fears God," and even Wisdom 
cries out, "Oh, how beautiful is the 
| chaste generation with glory! for tho 
: memory thereof is immortal, because 
it is' known with God and with 
men." It is not enough merely to 
! wear our grinor; we must show' forth 
jits brilliancy, that looking thereon 
j others may be led to strive for it 
‘also. "Let your light so shine be¬ 
fore men that they may see your 
good works and glorify your Father 
who is in heaven." 

In wearing this armor we become 
other Christs, for we adopt His 
thoughts, imitate His works and 
think* speak and act as He did. 
Christ hated darkness and despised 
sin. His words and works were al- 
wuys such as the honor of His Fa¬ 
ther und the salvation of His bro¬ 
thers required. Fie was the light 
that shone in the darkness, "the t^nue 
light 1 which enlightens every man 
thut comes into this world." What 
a humiliating testimony most of us 
have to give of ourselves when upon 
i oxnminal ion we oerceivo not "tho 
' armor of light" clothing us, but the 
I foulness ami blackness and weakness 
j of sin; when we discover ourselves the 
j very opposite of a Christ like charac- 
I ter! And yet our only hope is to 
j don this "armor of light." for 
| "whom God foreknew He also pre- 
' destined to be made conformable to 
the image of His Son." Let us arise 
then, from our spiritual lethargy and 
"piut on t'he Lord Jesus Christ." that 
our Heavenly Father, .weighing us in 
the balance, may not find us want¬ 
ing. 


DESIGNS OF KING’S STAMPS. 

Prince of Walen, Telle How They 
Were Made. 

Tho great interest taken in stamp- 
collecting by the Prince of Wales, 
who possesses a collection valued at 
something like £20,000, is well 
known. Concrete testimony to his 
Royal Highness' enthusiasm for the 
hobby ijgto be found in a little book 
entitled”* "The Postage Stamps of 
Great Britain." 

In this book a paper by the Prince 
of Wales, "Notes on the Postal Ad¬ 
hesive Issues of tho United King¬ 
dom during the Prosent VReign," is 
! printed ns an appendix. His Royal 
[Highness commences by explaining 
| that as the changes in the postal is- 
; sues of the mother country mode nc- 
1 cessary by the accession of King Ed- 
! ward have now been completed, the 
present would seem a convenient 
time to compilo the history of the 
stamps issued by the home authori¬ 
ties during the present reign. 

Trials were made with three-quar¬ 
ter face and quarter face portraits 
of the King from photographs, he 
| says; but his Majesty chose a por- 
; trait executed in 1900 by Herr Emil 
. Fuchs. Mr. Fuchs prepared a special 
drawing of the portrait, for which 
the King was pleased to grant a sit¬ 
ting. The frame and border designs 
were prepared by Messrs. Do la Rue 
& Co., under the artist's sketch 
i furnished by him. 

The original sketch and the border 
I were then photographed and the two 
i prints placed together, a fresh pho¬ 
tographic impression being taken of 
, the whole. This was submitted to 
the King and was approved by him. 
The original, with the King’s appro¬ 
val, is now in the Prince's stamp 
collection. 

Temporary copper plates wero 
made to show the effect, and at thi9 
stage the Queen suggested an im¬ 
provement, which was effected by re¬ 
ducing the width of the wreath de¬ 
sign. 

The Prince explains why the little 
bdok of stamps recently issue’d are 
frequently found with inverted water¬ 
marks. It seems that to facilitate 
the binding of the stamps into books 
half the stamps on a sheet were 
printed upside down. 

"I do not, of course, claim for 
these notes the importance of a phil¬ 
atelic paper," says the Prince in 
conclusion, "but as all the informa¬ 
tion and dates given may be relied 
upon as authentic, I hope that 
they may be of use in saving a future 
historian of the stamps oi 1 this coun¬ 
try, a not inconsiderable amount of 
research and trouble."

SOON HEALED. 

Blessings on the Little Japs lor 
Their Tiny Bullets, Say the 
Russians. 

The Japanese have morited well of 
their enemies for their humanity In 
dealing death on the battlefield, says 
a St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The London Daily Telegraph. Their 
bullets, say the Russian surgeons, 
aro, if not precisely harmless, at least 
tho next best thing to that—they are 
tho mildest kind of missile that has 
ever been burled from a rifle. One of 
tho consequences is that a number of 
wounds which wero formerly mortal 
aro now healed and forgotten in a 
feu days. Another is that the num¬ 
ber of Russians who tjniit the hospi- 
| tal for the battlefield is greater than 
! was ever witnessed in any war be¬ 
fore. Blessings on the little Jap 
for their tiny little bullets, say the 
I Cossacks and Caucasians. 

I "In the sanitary train we have as¬ 
tounding cases of wounds healed," 
writes a surgeon; "the character of 
the hurts surprised us. and as for the 
rapidity with which the soldier re¬ 
covers, well it is hard to ask any 
one to believe it who has not actu¬ 
ally seen it. Verily their bullets are 
humane. 

"Wounds caused by bullets which 
enter tho chest and go out through/ 
the back are of frequent occurrence. 
The patients recover rapidly. Take, 
for instance, Private Gurtoff of the 
third East Siberian Rifles. He was 
shot at Wofangkau on June 15. The 
bullets entered his lungs. For less 
than ten days blood was detected in 
his saliva, but soon all symptoms 
had gone, the wounds were circa- 
triced, and the brave warrior is him¬ 
self once more, and back on the field 

AS ACTIVE AS EVER. 

"Private Kuless had a hole made 
in his liver, but he, too, has already 
; begun to forget that he ever had a 
j wound there. On the same battle- 
| field a private of tho thirty-fourth 
East Siberian regiment named Bul- 
gakoff received a mild Japanese bul¬ 
let, which passed through one of hi9 
lu^igs and his diaphragm, injured his 
liver and wont out at the spinal 
, colupm. He was picked up, cared for 
and cured, and now ho is on his way 
to Russia to take a rest. 

Vikovitch is the name of a soldier 
of the third East Siberian regiment 
who has had a wonderful experience 
to look back upon. His bullet found 
its billet when he was lying behind 
the intrenchinents at Wafangkau, on 
June 15. It cut its way through his 
shoulder between the collar bone and 
shoulder blade, passed through his 
lungs, penetrated the diaphragm ami 
tho abdomen, damaged the intestines 
and went out. The soldier was a 
fortnight under treatment, and is 
now, on the warpath once more." 

Here is a scrap of dialog between 
an officer and his soldiers, which 
gives an idea of the views taken by 
Russians on Japanese bullets: 

The private points to his shoulder. 
"Here, your honor, the bullet struck 
mo und then passed ou.t. Another 
hit me here (he touches his arm) and 
went through.

MYSTERY EXPLAINED. 

“It was not until 1894 that the 
mystery was really cleared co me." 
says Prof. Maunder. “In thut year, 
trying to find how often there were 
spots on the sun which could bo do 
tected without telescope help, it was 
noted that a group of small scatter¬ 
ed spots would often be perceived as 
a short straight streak, when a s’n- 
gle compact spot of greater total 
size was quite invisible. 

“Examine a ‘half-tone’ illustra¬ 
tion under a strong magnifying glass 
and the picture disappears, and is 
seen to be made up of an immense 
number of small dots which, viewed 
without magnification and at the or¬ 
dinary distance from the eye are 
massed together, and give the effect 
of the lines and shades of the com¬ 
plete picture. 

“So, no doubt, it may be on Mars. 
Little details, too small to be seen 
separately, may produce in the gross 
upon the eye the same effect as a 
network of actual straight lines. 

BEFORE A JURY. 

“But, ns a matter of fact, do 
they? To decide this question it was 
necessary to call in observers so en¬ 
tirely free from any predisposition 
with respect to the ‘canal’ contro¬ 
versy that they could not possibly 
be accused of bias. Such observers 
I found in the boys of the Royal 
Hospital School, Greenwich. .

THE PBOFESFaONAL BANK 
AMONGST CRIMINALS. 

“Graft" is ths Name Given to a 
Criminal's Line of 
Business. 

A man was arrested some years 
ago on a charge of highway robbery. 
He was a well-known character, and 
the idea that he could possibly get 
acquitted of such a charge was laugh¬ 
able. But he succeeded. 

“I didn’t do it,” he said to tho 
judge, “because it isn't my ‘graft.' ” 
And the plea succeeded. The man in 
question had .quite a wide reputation 
as a thief, and had served terms of 
imprisonment, but never in his life 
had ho been known to commit rob¬ 
bery with violence. The bendh recog¬ 
nized the strength of the plea, as for 
a criminal to commit a crime for 
which he has not specially trained 
himself is as Absurd as for a clerk 
to take up bricklaying. 

Not only is each department of 
crime specialized, but each section of 
each branch. A thief; for instance, 
will rarely or never be found con¬ 
cerned in a bwrglury. As a matter 
of fact, the thief looks down on the 
burglar. 

‘'Thieves,” thev argue, “Have no 
need to carry cowardly implements 
like revolvers and knives. We don't 
have to injure human beings person¬ 
ally, but only want their property.” 

This attitude on the part of the 
thief' makes him rather a respected 
member of the criminal brotherhood 
In the eyes of “the force.” A “good 
thief,” as one detective is fond of 
saying, “is the kind of man we like 
to get.” 

A “GOOD THIEF” 

is a man who works on a large 
scale. He will be engaged on a vast 
jewel robbery at a hotel, or else, 
perhaps, he is a bullion thief, whose 
“graft” is io steal specie from a 
great liner. He will have spent 
months and months laying his plans, 
and, before making the seizure, will 
have travelled to and fro on the liner 
and become known to the officers. 

Now, such a man is an aristocrat 
among criminals. He may be a per¬ 
fect gentleman. If you left five dol¬ 
lars on the table, or dropped yo\rr 
purse in the street, the “good thief” 
would probably return it to y’ou; he 
would never dream of appropriating 
it. lie wouldn't pick your pocket. 
It is not his “graft” to involve his 
reputation in miserable little larcen¬ 
ies, where there are fish so much 
bigger in the sea. “Besides,” he 
will tell you., “I haven’t had any 
practice at that sort of thing, and 
should probably muddle it if I 
tried.” 

Asked what kind of criminal Is 
really most respected by the force, 
a detective informed us that “we like 
a good forger. A forger has to be a 
clever chap, and generally well edu¬ 
cated. We don’t rank such' a man 
with your flve-cent area-sneak.” 

If you look down the list of no¬ 
torious persons privately issued to 
Scotland Yard officials, you will find 
dozens of different branches of 
MERE THEFT ALONE. 

There is the hotel thief, the kvggago 
thief, the ra^-courae thief, the shop 
lifter, the omnibus thief, the bicycle 
thief. There are as many branches 
almost of thieves ns there are of 
clerks, and curiously enough, when 
once a man has been associated with 
one or another of these branches, he 
will very rarely bo found engaged in 
a different branch.

f DIABETES. 

In %the treatment of diabetes ths 
chief reliance of the physician is oa 
the adjustment, of the diet, looking 
jto the exclusion, so far as may be 
I possible, of all sugar-containing 
foods. It has been contended by 
some physicians .that little advant¬ 
age is to be gained by tnis, since tho 
excretion of sugar by the kidney is 
only a symptom of t'he disease, and 
not the disease itself, and that the 
object should be to correct the con¬ 
dition which lies at the root of the 
trouble. If the physician Knew just 
what are the conditions which under¬ 
lie glycosuria (diabetes) he might, 
and he might not, be able to treat 
and cure it. But although many are 
;trjlng to solve tho riddle, it is not 
yet clear, and until it is the physici¬ 
an must do the best he cun for his 
patient. 

In diabetes not only is sugar ex¬ 
creted through the kidneys, but much 
also is circulating in the blood, the 
• first may do no harm, except, per¬ 
haps, to the kidneys, and may oven 
do good by taking sugar from the 
blood, but the second condition is 
exceedingly harmful, and its removal 
or diminution by dieting will relieve 
many of the distressing symptoms of 
tho disease, and may greatly pro¬ 
long life. 

The problem in selecting a diet for 
the diabetic lies not only in exclud¬ 
ing ttye sugar-containing articles, but 
Jin avoiding the starvation of the pa¬ 
tient in so doing. Many of the sac- 
jcharinc foods, those made up Chiefly 
of starch, for example, are very nour¬ 
ishing, and their exclusion from tho 
dietary exposes the patient to the 
dangers of insufficient nutrition. The 
main reliance of the diabetic in the 
way of food must be on meats, fat9, 
green vegetables and nuts. He should 
take milk sparingly, avoid fruits, es- 
jpecially dried and preserved fruit, in¬ 
dulge in moderation in new i»otatoes 
J (which are less starchy than is po¬ 
pularly believed), und omit almost 
absolutely bread, puddings, pies and 
j everything made from flour. Fats 
| (cream, olive-oil and butter) are of 
'special value, and the sufferer from 
, diabetes should get himself into the 
i habit of buttering lavishly everything 
.he eats. 

In the way of drinks he may take 
'tea. coffee or cocoa (Without sugar, 
of course), and water, but none of 
the flavored waters, such as bottled 
lemonade, ginger-ale or soda which’ 
are always sweetened.—Youth's 
panion 

FOOD ANN SECRETIONS. 

Animal food tends to make tho 
urine more acid. F.ggs, meat, oy¬ 
sters. fish, or other solid animal 
foods; produce acid urine. This 
should be remembered by people 
troubled with urinary diseases. Ca¬ 
tarrh of tho bladder, or inflamation 
of the urethra, any irritation of tho 
urinary pussages, is irritated and 
made temporarily worse by acid 
urine. Therefore, animal food should 
be avoided. Perhaps milk, on ac¬ 
count of its large per cent, of water, 
might form an exception to this rule. 

Vegetable foods, especially of the 
alkaline variety, fresh vegetables, 
tend to decrease acidity of the urine, 
sometimes, indeed, they entirely re¬ 
move the acid reaction. Even acid 
fruits form carbonates in the stom¬ 
ach which tend to decrease t'he acids 
of the secretions. 

On the other hand, where thero is 
an excessive loss of phosphates, al¬ 
bumen, sugar, or any other vital 
fluid, through the urine, animal food 
should be used, as it tends to keep 
up the strength and furnish' vital 
force.

WILL STO RM PORT ARTHUR 

Japanese Within One Hundred 
Yards of the Fortress. 


THE NEXT ASSAULT. 

A despatch from London says: That 
the main defences at Port Arthur 
rcill be carried by the Japanese at 
the next assault is indicated by a 
belated despatch from Gen. Nogi’s 
headquarters. 

A correspondent declares that the 
siege preparations are complete and 
hav<* been of the most thorough char¬ 
acter- The rocky hills have been 
tunneled with the most arduous labor 
until the^ Japanese works extend to 
within 100 yards of the parapets of 
the forts. Through these tunnels the 
.Japanese can march to the fortifica¬ 
tions without losing a man and 
avoiding the fire which Has extermin¬ 
ated their regiments in nearly all the 
previous assaults. 

In the forts now held by the Ja¬ 
panese they have mounted enormous 
guns in beds of concrete and masr 
onry. The front these forts present 
to the Russians is even stronger than 
that which faced the Japanese when 
they stormed the positions. The 
siege and naval guns are doing on 
enormous amount of «^lcution, tear¬ 
ing great gaps in the walls of the 
Russian f or « s and sweeping the har¬ 
bor. Jt is staled that two of the 
Russian warships have been sunk, the 
a/*" ml uml dockyards destroyed and 
cb.tstant fires started in the town. 

This despatch is dated Nov. 2 und 
was delayed in transmission. It 
throws no light on the recent opera¬ 
tions, or on the rumored request for 
an armistice by Gen. Stoesscl. In 
rview of thq preparations of 'he Ja¬ 
panese such a plea seems reasonable, 
in spite of the oft-reiterated rleelnra¬ 
tion of the Russian commander that 
be intended to hold out us long as a 
man was left. 

SUPPLIES FOR BESTEGED. 

A despatch from Tsinjchou says: The 
British steamer Thule* has been pur¬ 
chased hv Germans and given a Ger¬ 
man register. She is now loading 
for Port Arthur. Local sharping 
houses have received information that 
the steamers which recently left here 
with' supplies for Vladivostock have 
arrived there in safety. Several sup¬ 
ply shins have reached Port Arthur 
within tho last fortnight. 

IS KUROKI DEAD? 

A despatch from Moscow sn's: No- 
morivitch Danchenko, the well-known 
Russian war correspondent of the 
Associated Press, telegraphing from 
Mukden under Sunday’s date. savs 
the reports of tho death of Gen. En¬ 
rol-i are confirmed.

AUTQMATIC BRAKE1 

To Prevent Trains Running Past 
n Semaphores. 

A despatch from St. Catharines 
says :—An invention in the way of a 
railway appliance which If put into 
general use would undoubtedly have 
the effect of decreasing the number 
of railroad accidents on this conti¬ 
nent was given a successful test on 
Saturday afternoon on the Niagara, 
St. Catharines & Toronto Railway 
between here and Niagara Falls. 
The invention, which is very simple 
in its construction, was the work of 
Mr. James Doyle, United States 
custom officer at Niagara Falls. It 
is an automatic brake, which is fitt¬ 
ed to the sides of the locomotive, 
and is aimed to prevent engineers 
from running their trains past closed 
semaphores. The brake opens the 
air valve and applies tho brakes, 
and at the same time shuts off the 
steam. It is applied by means of a 
"trip" set beside the track a short 
distanco outside the semaphore. This 
trip strikes a projection on the 
brake on the engine and the brake 
acts immediately. If the semaphore 
is up or open the trip does not 
strike tho brake projection, as the 
trip is regulated by the semaphore, 
being connected with it. 

A large number of practical men 
from many of the leading railways 
saw tho brake successfully operated. 
The brake was fitted on a N., S. & 
T. engine and brought the train to 
a standstill inside of five or six car 
lengths. Several trials were made, 
and each test proved that the brake 
is a success. It can be made at a 
cost of lcs9 than one hundred -and 
fifty dollars per appliance.

BRITISH CROP CENSUS. 

Less Land is Under Wheat Than 
Ever Before.

• • THEIR PREVENTION AND EX¬ 
TERMINATION. 


The Dominion Department of Ag¬ 
riculture Gives Some 
Advice. 

The presence of parasites is one of 
the primary causes of unprofitable¬ 
ness and disease in a flock of poul¬ 
try, says the Poultry Division, Ot¬ 
tawa. The fowls are rarely exam¬ 
ined, and the reason of their poor 
condition is not discovered or even 
considered. There it will pay every 
poultryman to examine his birds 
* carefully before they go into winter 
: quarters, ns their health and com- 
: fort during the next six months de- 
: pend largely upon their freedom 
from vermin. There are three dis- 
; tinct groups of parasites preying 
| upon the domestic fowl,—fleas, lice, 

; and mites. 

j Only one species of flea, the bird 
flea, lives upon the fowl. This flea 
' is provided with a sharp piercing 
! mouth; it attacks the fowls at nigh* 
and through musing constant irrita- 
, tion and loss of blood does much 
j harm. 

Tho mouth of tho louse differs from 
| the mouth of the flea ^n that it is 
I not sharp and used for piercing, but 
; simply for biting.- Lice bite sharp¬ 
ly and cause considerable pain. 

The most injurious of the mites is 
the red fowl mite. This is yellow¬ 
ish-white to dark red in color, ac¬ 
cording to the quantity of blood it 
contains. The blood is drawn from 
the tbwU at night, and during the 
day the mite hides in tho cracks and 
crevices of the house. When the 
chickens appear in poor health they 
should bo 

EXAMINED AT NIGHT, 
and if mites are found treatment 
should be resorted to. 

If poultry house is old and contains 
many crevicjps, all the nests, roosts 
and other fixtures should be removed 
from it, and the walls and ceiling 
covered with heavy building paper 
and limewash. The latter should bo 
applied hot und fairly liquid, so as 
to enter every crevice in the build¬ 
ing. Its quality will be improved 
by adding to every gallon of the 
wash one quarter pound of soft soao 
previously dissolved in boiling wa- 
ter, also a small quantity of salt. 
The material taken from the house 
should be burned, gnd new roosting 
quarters and inside fittings put in. 
These fittings should bo simple in 
construction und easily removable so 
that the vermin can bo destroyed. 

Before tho fowls return to the 
house they should be thoroughly 
dusted with insect powder or sul¬ 
phur. By dusting each fowl over a 
box or paper, the powder can be 
well rubbed among the quills of tho 
feathers, and the excess will not be 
wasted. The coal tar treatment for 
the destruction of the gape worm 
can be effectively used to rid fowls 
I of vermin. The fowls are placed in 
j a barrel, the inside of which is coat¬ 
ed with a mixturo of coal tar and 
coal oil of the consistency of paint, 
and the top of the barrel is covered. 
The lice are overcome by tho coal 
tar fumes and fall to the bottom of 
the barrel. A paper should be plac¬ 
ed to catch the vermin when they 
fall, so that they may be destroyed. 

THE POULTRY HOUSE 
requires cleaning and limewashing 
twice a year. The roosts should be 
removed and treated wi^h coal tar 
. or kerosene every week, and the nests 
j frequently cleansed and new straw 
1 placed in them. 

j It is necessary to regularly oxam- 
! ine young chicks for head lice. If 
present, the lice will be found in 
the down or feathers on the chick’s 
head. If not destroyed, they will 
so weaV© the chick that it will die 
from loss of blood. The lice can be 
removed by smearing the xchick’s 
head with grease or sweet oil to 
which a few drops of carbolic acid 
' have been added.

But this deli* 
cate fat, says Science Siftings, is a* 
valuable as the dearer cod liver oil 
for weakly, thin people, and the doc¬ 
tors 'have frequently recommended 
tho eating of many thin slices of 
bread, thickly spread with butter,as 
a means of pleasantly taking into 
the bodily tissues one of the purest 
forms of fat it is possible to get. 

Butter is a hydro-carbon, and all 
excesses of it are Stored up as fat in 
the body. It gives energy and pow¬ 
er to work to those who eat heartily 
of it. So it is not economy at table 
to spare tho butter, even to the 
healthy folk. For any one afflicted 
with consumption, butter cookery, if 
plenty of fat cun be digested, is ona 
of the best ways of curing tho di» 
ease, should it be in its early stages, 
or of keeping it at bay if advanced. 
In all o.ur consumptive senntoria, pa¬ 
tients are urged to eat as much but¬ 
ter as possible, and it is no rare 
thing for a patient to consume haP 
a pound of butter daily. Butter is 
not a simple fat, composed merely of 
one sort. It is a mixturo of no less 
than seven different sorts of fats, and 
no more complex oil can be taken 
than this. 

There is nothing new in these state¬ 
ments regarding the great value of 
butter in consumptive cases. Over 
fifty years ago it was recommended 
and used by English and Scotch phy¬ 
sicians. Consumptive patients Were 
sent to farms and were enjoined to 
eat all the butter and cream they 
could stand with other foods con¬ 
sumed. The stipulation was added 
that both must be fresh, and no 
butter over three days old should bo 
eaten. When the palatability of 
butter is considered, why should pa¬ 
tients be asked to use the nauseous 
cod-liver oil that is generally pre¬ 
scribed in such cases. Bv all means 
physicians should prescribe good, 
fresh butter and let cod-liver oil fall 
into “innocuous desuetude." 

German physicians, many years ago 
prescribed fresh tallow, cut up small 
and boiled in milk till the fat was 
extracted, and the milk then poured 
off and drunk warm, in consumptive 
cases. It produced a sort of oleo, 
was much more palatable than cod- 
liver oil and said to have a higher 
medicinal value. But fresh butter 
is still better, and it will be found, 
as a rule, that those requiring it in 
considerable amounts have a longing 
for, a sign that nature recognizes its 
virtues. Young children who aro in¬ 
clined to be weak and puny should 
be encouraged to eat as much butter 
as possible. It will be found that 
they generally have a craving for 
it. But use only good, fresh butter 
with fine flavor. 

WATER CONTENT OF BUTTER. 

A low water content may be ob¬ 
tained by lowering the churning tem¬ 
perature, washing the butter well 
| with cold weter and allowing the 
’washings to drain thoroughly, salt¬ 
ing the butter, working partially, and 
|postponing the second working until 
jthe butter has become hardened in 
'the refrigerator room, preferably un- 
j til the next morning. 
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There is a decline of 25,969 acres 
in the total area under crops and 
grass, as compared with last year, 
hut the decrease is mainly attributed 
to the demand for land for railway 
and building purposes.

294,361,056 People Speak In 185 
Languages.

Sca’y Leg.—This disease is quite 
prevalent in flocks of neglected 
poultry, and is due to a species of 
mite. Tho scales of the legs and 
feet become raised and separated, 
and a chalk-like excretion accumu¬ 
lates between and over them; rough 
lumpy crusts are formed, and under 
these the mites live and breed. 

The diseased legs and feet of the 
chickens should be well washed with 
a small, stiff brush, warm water and 
soap ., The crusts should then be re¬ 
moved und a mixture of equal parts 
of sulphur and lard rubbed into the 
affected parts. After three or four 
days’ the legs of the chickens that 
were treated should be cleansed with 
soap and warm water. 


RICH ORES FROM CANADA. 

Valuable Shipments Sent to Now 
York. 

A Toronto despatch says :—Profes¬ 
sor W. (J. Miller, Provincial Geolo¬ 
gist, returned to Toronto on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon after six months’ 
work, chiefly along the line of the 
Temiskaming & Northern Ontario 
Railway, during which time he gave 
attention to the mapping of the 
area surrounding the mines being 
worked for cobalt, nickel, arsenic 
and silver. These deposits, which 
were discovered about u year ago, 
have turned out to be the richest of 
"poor man’s mines," a technical 
phrase for properties that can bo 
easily workbd by men who have no 
capital. They are about five miles 
from Hailey bury and 103 miles north 
of North Bay, und the stution at tho 
placo has qeon named Cobalt. They 
have panned out very well this sum¬ 
mer, and at least 8200,000 worth 
of cobalt, nickel, silver and arsenic 
have been shipped to New York fen- 
treatment. There seems to be little 
doubt that tho properties being 
worked are of considerable value.

SLOPS FOR SWINE. 

Prof. C. S. Plumb, of the Ohio 
State University, says in an cxchunge 
that among the questions asked by 
visitors to the hog lot at the experi¬ 
ment stution, that pertaining to the 
feeding of slop to hogs, is possibly 
tho most frequent. As there is no 
experimental information on the sub- 
jject, he undertook some experiments 
to ascertain the effect when the hog 
fowl was mixed ‘ with Varying quan¬ 
tities of water. 

The meal used consisted of equal 
parts of corn meal and shorts, the 
experiment being conducted in the 
winter and spring. One lot of Hogs 
was fed on dry grain alone, these 
having access to water; another lot 
was fed on grain mixed with water 
eq'ual to the weight of grain, an¬ 
other lot had twice the weight of 
water in the grain, and a fourth lot 
was fe<l on three times as inuefh 
water as the weight of grain, these 
being mixed together. 

Professor riumb gives it as his 
opinion that it is m>t dosiruble to 
nuuke a pig drink a lot of water that 
ho really does not desire. It causes 
over-activity of the kidneys and if 
the hogs are kept in close quarters, 
tho pens are much more difficult to 
keep clean. 

Whore skim milk or buttermilk is 
given, the case might he different. 
but where water only is used th?*re is 
no advantage, hut a slight disad¬ 
vantage, in mixing it in too large 
quantities with the food. The only 
i advantage of feeding hogs slops is 
I that the fowl may be warmed, 
j While experiments seem to show 
that cooking food for hogs is of no 
ibenefit, yet warming the milk or 
[water in cold weather to about blood 
jheat is highly desirable. It is cheap¬ 
er for the farmer to remove the chill 
( from fowl or milk by artificial means

fowl in winter for hogs is adopted, 
lie suggests tho advisability of mix¬ 
ing meal and water in the proportion 
of one part grain and two parts 
wuter.

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AUTOMATIC BRAKE! 


To Prevent Trains Running Past 
Semaphores. 

A despatch from St. Catharines 
says An invention in the way of a 
railway appliance which if put into 
general use would undoubtedly have 
the effect of decreasing the number 
of railroad accidents on this conti¬ 
nent was given a successful test on 
Saturday afternoon on the Niagara, 
St. Catharines & Toronto Railway 
between here and Niagara Falls. 
The invention, which is very simple 
in its construction, was the work of 
Mr. James Doyle, United States 
custom officer at Niagara Falls. It 
is an automatic brake, which is fitt¬ 
ed to the sides of the locomotive, 
and is aimed to prevent engineers 
from running their trains past closed 
semaphores. The brake opens the 
air valve and applies tho brakes, 
and at the same time shuts off the 
steam. It is applied by means of a 
“trip" set beside the track a short 
distanco outside the semaphore. This 
trip strikes a projection on the 
brake on the engine and the brake 
acts immediately. If the semaphore 
is up or open tho trip does not 
strike the brake projection, as the 
trip is regulated by the semaphore, 
being connected with it.

TERMINATION. 

The Dominion Department of Ag¬ 
riculture Gives Some 
Advice. 

The presonco of parasites is one of 
the primary causes of unprofitable¬ 
ness and disease in a flock of poul¬ 
try, says the Poultry Division, Ot¬ 
tawa. The fowls are raroly exam¬ 
ined, and the reason of their poor 
condition is not discovered or even 
considered. There it will pay every 
poultryman to examine his birds 
i carefully before they go into winter 
; quarters, as their health and com¬ 
fort during the next six months de- 
: pend largely upon their freedom 
from vermin. There are three dis- 
tinct groups of parasites preying 
: upon the domestic fowl,—fleas, lice, 
and mites. 

j Only one species of flea, the bird 
flea, lives upon the fowl. Thi9 flea 
1 is provided with a sharp piercing 
! mouth; it attacks tho fowls at nigh* 
and through causing constant irrita- 
; tion and loss of blood does much 
j harm. 

Tho mouth of tho louse differs from 
j the mouth of the flea ^n that it is 
: not sharp and used for piercing, but 
simply for biting. Lice bite sharp¬ 
ly and cause considerable pain. 

The most injurious of the mlte9 is 
the red fowl mite. This is yellow¬ 
ish-white to dark red in color, ac¬ 
cording to the quantity of blood it 
contains. Tho blood is drawn from 
the fowls at night, and during the 
day the mite hides in the cracks and 
crevices of the house. When tho 
chickens appear in poor health they 
should bo ‘ 

EXAMINED AT NIGHT, 
and if mites are found treatment 
should be resorted to. 

If poultry house is old and contains 
many crevices, all the nests, roosts 
and other fixtures should be removed 
from it, and the walls and ceiling 
covered with heavy building pader 
and limewash. The latter should do 
applied hot und fairly liquid, so as 
to enter every crevice in the build¬ 
ing. Its quality will be improved 
by adding to every gallon of the 
wash one quarter pound of soft soap 
previously dissolved in boiling wa¬ 
ter, also a small quantity of salt. 
The material taken from the house 
should be burned, gnd new roosting 
quarters and inside fittings put in. 
These fittings should bo simple in 
construction and easily removable so 
that the vermin can bo destroyed. 

Before tho fowls return to the 
house they should be thoroughly 
dusted with insect powder or sul¬ 
phur. By dusting each fowl over a 
box or paper, the powder can bo 
well rubbed among the quills of tho 
feathers, and the excess will not bo 
wasted. The coal tar treatment for 
the destruction of the gape worm 
can be effectively used to rid fowls 
of vermin. The fowls are placed in 
a barrel, the inside of which is coat¬ 
ed with a mixture of coal tar and 
coal oil of the consistency of paint, 
and the top of the barrel is covered. 
The lice are overcome by the coal 
tar fumes and fall to the bottom of 
the barrel. A paper should be plac¬ 
ed to catch the vermin when they 
fall, so that they may be destroyed. 

THE POULTRY HOUSE 
requires cleaning and limewashing 
twice a year. The roosts should be 
removed and treated wRh coal tar 
or kerosene every week, and the nests 
frequently cleansed and new straw 
placecHiu them. 

It is necessary to regularly exam¬ 
ine young chicks for head lice. If 
present, the lice will be found in 
the down or feathers on the chick’s 
head. If not destroyed, they will 
so weaken the chick that it will die 
from loss of blood. The lice can be 
removed by smearing the \chick's 
head with grease or sweet oil to 
which a few drops of carbolic acid 
have been added.

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THE MEDICINAL PROPERTIES 
OF BUTTER. 

Butter is so common a commodity 
that people use it and scarcely ever 
think what wonderful value lies at 
their hands in the parts of dainty, 
yellow, cream fat. Of course, the* 
know that it is useful in many 
branches of cookery, and that with¬ 
out its aid the table would be bare 
of its t'hinly-rollod bread-and-butter, 
its delicate cakelets and its other 
usual accessories. Beyond these useju 
the value of butter is a thing onlv 
vaguely thought of. But this deli* 
cato fat, says Science Siftings, is a» 
valuable as tho dearer cod liver oil 
for weakly, thin people, and the doc¬ 
tors 'have frequently recommended 
tho eating of many thin slices ot 
bread, thickly spread with butter.as 
a means of pleasantly taking into 
the bodily tissues one of the purest 
forms of fat it is possible to get. 

Butter is a hydro-carbon, and all 
excesses of it are Stored up as fat in 
the body. It gives snergy and pow¬ 
er to work to those who eat heartily 
of It. So it is not economy at table 
to spare the butter, even to the 
healthy folk. For ojiy one afflicted 
with consumption, butter cookery, if 
plenty of fat cun be digested, Is one 
of the best ways of curing the dis> 
ease, should it be in its early stages, 
or ,of keeping it at bay if advanced. 
Infill o.ur consumptive senatoria, pa¬ 
tients are urged to eat as much but¬ 
ter as possible, and it is no rare 
thing for a patient to consume haP 
a pound of butter dally. Butter is 
not a simple fat, composed merely of 
one sort. It Is a mixture of no less 
than seven different sorts of fats, and 
no more complex oil can be taken 
than this. 

There is nothing new in these state¬ 
ments regarding the great value of 
butter in consumptive cases. Over 
fifty years ago it was recommended 
and used by English and Scotch phy¬ 
sicians. Consumptive patients were 
sent to farms and were enjoined to 
eat all the butter and cream they 
could stand with other foods con¬ 
sumed. The stipulation was added 
that both must be fresh, and no 
butter over three days old should be 
eaten. When the palatability of 
butter i9 considered, why should pa¬ 
tients be asked to use tho nauseous 
cod-liver oil that is generally pre¬ 
scribed in such cases. By all means 
physicians should prescribe good, 
fresh butter and let cod-liver oil fall 
Into "innocuous desuetude.” 

German physicians, many years ago 
prescribed fresh tallow, cut up small 
and boiled in milk till the fat was 
extracted, and the milk then poured 
off and drunk warm, in consumptive 
cases. It produced a sort of oleo, 
was much more palatable than cod- 
liver oil and said to have a higher 
medicinal value. But fresh butter 
is still better, and it will be found, 
as a rule, that those requiring it in 
considerable amounts have a longing 
for, a sign that nature recognizes its 
virtues. Young children who are in¬ 
clined to be weak and puny should 
be encouraged to eat as muon butter 
as possible. It will be found that 
they generally have a craving for 
it. But use only good, fresh butter 
with fine flavor.

SLOPS FOR SWINE. 

Prof. C. S. Plumb, of the *Ohio 
State University, says in an exchange 
that among the questions asked by 
visitors to the hog lot at the experi¬ 
ment station, that pertaining to the 
feeding of slop to hogs, is possibly 
the most frequent. As there is no 
experimental information on the sub¬ 
ject. he undertook some experiments 
to ascertain the effect when the hog 
food was mixed with varying quan¬ 
tities of water. 

The meal used consisted of equal 
parts of corn meal and shorts, the 
experiment being conducted in the 
winter nnd spring. One lot of liog.s

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WHAT THE SIAMESE EAT. 

Rlee and Putrid Fish Hfffhlr Season¬ 
ed Their Main Food. 

Siamese food principally consists of 
dried, frequently rotted, fish and rice 
done into curries which comprise a lit¬ 
tle of about every kind of condiment 
and especially a very popular sauce 
called namphrik, a chutney-like and 
thoroughly mixed thing made of red 
pepper, shrimp, garlic, onions, citron, 
ginger and tamarind seeds. The only 
reason for the fish being putrid is be¬ 
cause the natives like it so, for fish are 
plentiful in their rivers and fishermen 
numerous, though their ways of catch¬ 
ing are rather amusing and antique. 
One favorite method, borrowed from 
the Chinese, is beating the waters with 
long bamboo sticks to frighten the fish 
into an eight or ten foot squarish net 
which is lowered into the river from a 
framework on the bank by a system of 
wheels and ropes and pulleys and 
hoisted up again when 'the catch is 
complete. I must confess that when 
the fish in the curry chanced to be 
dried instead of decayed 1 found the 
concoction decidedly toothsome. In 
fact, a really good curry is in a class 
apart, and one must go to India or the 
far east to get it at its best. Some¬ 
times the natives eat pork and often¬ 
times chicken, but for the. most part 
rice and the fish curry constitute their 
chief diet, supplemented by the fruit of 
the country, of which there are many 
kinds—mangosteen, mango, pineapple, 
banana, orange, breadfruit and that 
most healthful and serving of all Si¬ 
amese fruits, the papaya, which grows 
back from the water and is a greenish 
oval melon that suggests cantaloupe 
when opened.—Outing. 


A SAVAGE CUSTOM. 


CuriouM Food Lawn That Obtained In 
the South Sea iMlund*. 

A singular distinction was establish¬ 
ed between the sexes in accordance 
with the general savage theory of the 
inferiority, social umK otherwise, of 
the female, which is foiled to have pre¬ 
vailed universally in tliAsouth sea is¬ 
lands at the time of tffcir discovery 
and for long afterward fluring a pe¬ 
riod covered by the early missionary 
voyages and labors. Setting aside can¬ 
nibal feasts at the end of a successful 
war expedition, when captives and vic¬ 
tims were abundant and were roasted 
and devoured, the usual food of the 
men of these islands In ordinary cir¬ 
cumstances was hog’ll flesh, with a va¬ 
riety of fish from the surrounding 
ocean, together with cocoanuts and 
plantains, but the women were forbid¬ 
den to eat or touch the provisions 
sacred to male consumption, and an in¬ 
fringement of this usage was rarely 
overlooked, but met with the penalty 
of death. 

The system of food taboo denied, un¬ 
der the same penalty, to the sex the 
use of the fire at which the warrior’s 
meal was prepared, the house in which 
he sat to eat and the basket in which 
his provisions were stored. Such items 
of food as native custom assigned to 
the women were preserved by them 
apart, deposited in distinct baskets, to 
be cooked when required at a separate 
fire and devoured in solitude in a little 
hut specially erected for the purpose.

The Wny Public Salon Were Former¬ 
ly Conducted In Fnalund. 

Candle auction was a well known 
method of procedure in England in the 
early days of the East India company. 
Public notices of such sales were’first 
put up at the roj J aU exchange. When 
the day came a candle exactly an inch 
long was placed on the auctioneer’s 
desk. ' Directly the sale began the 
candle was lighted. So long as it con¬ 
tinued to burn bidding went on mer¬ 
rily, but the instant the flame died 
away the goods were knocked down to 
the last bidder. ^ 

In this manner immense consign¬ 
ments of silks, indigo, spices and so 
forth were disposed of, thousands of 
pounds changing hands during the 
burning of the inch of candle. 
v Before the auction began a list was 
read over of the names of persons not 
permitted “to bid at the candle.” This 
contained the names of those who had 
failed to pay their debts or had in any 
way wronged the company, who 
“blacklisted” them in consequence.
